Pius XJ, in an encyclica! issued | 
today, called the world te prayer, | 
penance and mortification to save | 
itself from “the peril of terrorism |

He abjured the faithful to ab- 
stain during the eight days “at least 
from entertainments and. amuse- | 
ments, however lawful,” and urged 
that "those in easier circumstances” | 
give to the poor “the proceeds of | 
this retrenchment.” 


CHARITAS CHRISTI 


In the encyclical, entitled “Chari-| 
tas Christi,"—Christ’s charity — he} 
lists the causes of the present “evils | 
that are crushing humanity.” | 


They are, he said, greed, the ac- 
cumulation of the wealth of nations 
in the hands of a small group of in-| 
dividuals, exaggerated nationalism, 
unequa! distribution of wealth, eom-/| 
munism and the revolt of man 
against God.” 

From greed, he said, arises “the 
mutual distrust that casts a blight 
on all human dealings”. He reiter- 
ated the words of St. Paul: “The de- 
ate of money is the root of all 
evil.”

HYDRO SYSTEM 


John Aird Furnishes Fire-| 
works at Royal Com- 
mission 


TORONTO, May 18.— Severe 
questioning of John Aird, Jr., 
featured Tuesday's session of the 
royal commission enquiry into 
certain affairs of the Ontario Hy- 
dro Electric Power Commission, 
with A. G. Slaght, K.C., inde- 
pendent counsel, enallenging 
Aird's veracity. 

Aird at times protested at the 
strength of Mr. Slaght'’s language 
and burst out indignantly with de- 
nials of the counsel's statements 

Mr. Slaght was seeking to show 
that Aird’s motives in “selling him- 
self’ to R. O. Sweezey, then head of 
the Beauharnois Power Corporation 
was to convince Sweezey that he 
had the “inside track” with hydro 
officials. 

“J suggest you told Sweezey you 
hed buncoed hydro out of $50,000 in 
a year and a half when you worked 
against them though they thought 
you was with them, and offered to 
help him,” Mr. Slaght said at one 
point. 

“Sweezey didn’t want an honest 
man—he wanted a political graft- 
er.” Mr. Elsght then told Mr. Jus- 
tice J. F. Orde, royal commissioner, 
when his lordship protested against 
the line of questioning “Sweezey 
didn’t think he was paying the 
$120,000 to Aird for nothing; I don’t 
think he paid it for nothing.”

Australian Labor Government Quits 


HUGHES’ REIGN 
COMES TO END | 
INELECTIONS 


New Cabinet Formed by 
Sir Stanley Argyle Head- 
ed by Himself 


MELBOURNE, Victoria, May 18 
—The Labor government of P-e- 
mier E. J. Hughes which had 
served this Australian state for 
the past three years resigned to- 
day as a result of Saturday's gen- 
eral election which swept away 
its majority in the House of As- 
sembly. 

Sir Stanley Argyle, leader of the 
United Australian party which seor- 
ed a sweeping victory at the polls, 
immediately announced formation 
of a new cabinet which he will 
head. 

Personnel of the cabinet is: 

Premier, treasurer, minister of 
health, Sir Stanley Argyle; chief 
secretary, minister of electricity, 
Jan Macfarlane ; attorney-general, 
solicitor-general, minister of rail- 
ways, R. G. Menzies; minister of 
agriculture, J. Allan; minister of 
lands and forests, A. A. Dunston; 
minister of education, J. W. Pen- 
nington; minister of public works, 
immigration and mines, John P. 
Jones; minister of water supply and 
labor, G. L. Goudie; ministers with- 
out portfolio, A. E. Chandler, H. L. 
ein Kent Hughes and T. C. Man- 
ifold.

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WHEN SETTLERS MOVE OUT 


, More than 500 settlers and their families have 
moved from the dried-out area in the south-eastern 
part of the province during the past year, to more 
northerly locations where rainfall and crops are 
assured. 

This movement has been going on, at times, 
during the last ten years or more. Altogether, 
several thousand families must have left the dry 
districts, leaving a correspondingly large amount 
of land vacant. 

The question is {mportant; what is being and 
is to be done with that land? Are other settlers to 
be allowed to move onto it and take chances on 
meeting the same disheartening experience as the 
first? 

Since Government assistance is given to enable 
farmers to move out of the semi-arid belt, it is a 
matter of legitimate public concern whether an- 
other generation is going on the land there and 
thus setting the stage for an indefinite continuance 
of the assisted migration northward. 

Unless costly reclamation measures are adopted, 
it is certain that eventually a large area in that part 
of the province will have to be abandoned by the 
present owners. What to do with the land to make 
it productive and capable of supporting its quota 
of people is a question tlie members of ;the legisla- 
ture might think about before another session comes 
around.

The Lethbridge News says that over a year ago 
the Dominion Government built a bridge over the 
Belly river near that town, in a place that makes 
the bridge practically inaccessible to traffic, and

There are 
two governments in every modern 
nation—the visible and the in- 
visible. The visible government 
is that exercised by political dic- 
tators, as in Italy, or through 
national Legislatures in Great 
Britain, France, Germany, the 
United States and other countries. 
This visible government takes 
care of foreign relations, decides 
on peace and war, maintains or 
tries to maintain order and tran- 
quillity, looks after the poor and 
indigent, the sick and the insane, 
either nationally, as in Great Bri- 
tain and Germany, or through the 
States and local governments, as 
in the United States. But it is 
becoming more and 
divorced from, and less powerful 
than, the invisible government, 
and this invisible government 
takes the form of financial con- 
trol. 

In the United States the invis- 
ible government consists of the 
organization of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank, “Wall Street” amd a 
few powerful bankers, aided by

The Passing Show

That was a splendid victory—one in which all 
Canada can share—of the Edmonton “Grads” over 
the Chicago “Red Devils” last Monday night for the 
international basketball championship for girls. 

It's a boastful thing that a team of office girls ine 
city the size of Edmonton should be able to beat any 
team ever sent against them by the bigger cities of 
Canada. But they are not only champions of Can- 
ada—they are champions over the whole North 
American continent. 

This isn't a catch victory. The Chicago team was 
the best of 312 teams. Year after year for eleven 
years, though the personnel of the teams has 
changed, the Edmonton “Grads” have carried off 
the Canadian championship. Year after year, for ten 
years, since 1923, they have carried off the inter- 
national championship. In the i924 Olympic and 
again in the 1928 Olympic they carried off the 
world's championship. On their performance last 
Saturday and Monday nights, when they took two 
straight wins from the Chicago “Red Devils,” cham- 
pions of United States, they look like a safe bet 
for the world's championship again this year. This 
is one of the most wonderful records in the history 
of sports. Edmonton has cause to be very proud of 
the Commercial Grads.

The logic of events calls for special praise for 
Coach Percy Page. Individual stars have dropped 
out of the teams—chiefly at the beckoning of Cupid 
—but the teams have gone on to victory. 

Of course, if he hadn't the good material to work 
with, Percy couldn't make champions of them. 
Universities can't put brains into the heads of under- 
graduates (often very much miscalled “students” on 
this continent). But it can cultivate brains when it 
contacts them. Edmonton is fortunate in having 
year after year splendid girl material for the swift 
game, and doubly fortunate in having a coach like 
Percy Page who knows how to get the best out of 
them. 


I didn't see the game on Monday night, though 
a brother sportsman tells me the first five minutes 
of Monday's game was the swiftest and best exhi- 
bition of basketball he has ever seen. I was among 
the highbrows at the reception tendered to Howard 
Angus Kennedy by the local branch of the Canadian 
Authors Association and the Women's Press Club. 
Mr. Kennedy is national secretary of the Canadian 
Authors Association, a successful writer and his- 
torian of Canada and was for many years literary 
editor of the London Times. 

Writers and other artists need organization. They 
are victimized in business matters by those who 
commercialize their work. Imagine a wealthy, gov- 
ernment-backed organization like the Toronto 
National Exhibition, taking advantage of the legal 
disability of a composer to enforce copyright, and 
refusing to pay him for the music he wrote, the per- 
formance of which they sell to the public. They 
daren’t try such tactics on the chap who beats the 
drum. He is in a trade union. The composer is only 
an artist. 

When Chairman D. Walter Thompson introduced 
the guest he gave an almost embarrassing account 
of Mr. Kennedy's claims to notice, including the fact 
that he was a war correspondent in the Riel re- 
bellion. But he omitted one title to fame. Mr. Ken- 
nedy is a nephew of Professor John Stuart Blackie, 
famous Scottish scholar. 

Blackie figured strongly in the stories of his day. 
Once having to absent himself on business from his 
classes at Edinburgh, he made the announcement 
on a blackboard in his class-room, as follows: 

Professor Blackie regrets to announce that 
owing to other engagements he will be un- 
able next week to meet his classes. 

Some undergraduate wag, after the “professor 
left the room, took a duster and wiped .out the 
letter “c,” making it appear that the professor re- 
gretted he could not meet his “lasses.” 

When Blackie returned he looked around to see 
the cause of the merriment; finding it, he took the 
duster and rubbed out the letter “1.” 
tlackie's nephew has his uncle's blend of wit 
and mental honesty—the latter he showed in his de- 
fence of thé Indian chief Poundmaker from the 
libels of the military historians. According to Mr. 
Kennedy, he and his little band would have been 
wiped out by the Indian braves in their retreat, but 
for the action of Poundmaker, who drove back his 
men with a horsewhip, declaring that blood enough 
had been spilt. 


The more the Lindbergh kidnapping is enquired 
into, the more sensational it becomes. Now the 
negotiators are being investigated. 

“Jafsie,” the septuagenarian educator, who hand- 
ed $50,000 in bills over to a man in a cemetery, has, 
according to one account, been threatened with ar- 
rest because he wished to hold out some informa- 
tion. “Cherchez lc femme?" “Jafsie’ says she is 
well-connected and he doesn't want to expose her 
connection with the affair. 

Feelings, even the most ladylike, are not likely 
to get much consideration. Details are coming to 
light that show the kidnaping racket to be more 
brutal and widespread than was ever divulged to 
the police. 

Frequently when a rich man missed his child he 
was afraid to tell the police lest if might result in 
the death of the child. 

Three years ago in Detroit, David Cass was kid- 
napped and tortured. The anguished father raised 
$4,000 as ransom and took it to the appointed place 
without letting the police know. Unknown to him, 
the police were on hand. They arrested the gunman 
sent to receive the money. 

The father was angered at the police interver.- 
tlon—and not without cause. He feared the other 
gangsters would revenge themselves on the boy 
Later, the mutilated body of the dead boy wes 
found in some woods. 


Or take the case of one Legeman, living in the 
suburban town of Wyandotte in Michigan. He was 
captured by kidnappers in his own garage, carried 
away and chained to a bed till he wrote to his wife 
and a friend to ransom him. They freed him on 
payment of $5,100. 

Thereafter, the frightened man used to get tele- 
phone messages from the gang ordering him to reise 
more money. He raised another $1,900 by mortgag- 
ing his house. He dared not tell the police. In the 
end the wretched victim told his persecutors that 
he would stand on the verandah and they could 
shoot him and get it over with, They threatened 
his wife to blow up the house if money was not 
sent--and they did. To cap it all they called up the 
poor woman next day to ask her how she liked it. 
She died two weeks later from the shock.

Health and Diet Advice 


By DR, FRANK McCOY 


STARCH COMBINATIONS 

The term, carbohydrate, includs both sugars and 
starches, but in arranging food combinations, it is 
important that we distinguish between the two, 
‘The majority of people use far more starch than 
their bodies require. A small amount of starch can 
be converted by the body into a form of sugar which 
it can use in performing work and keeping warm, 
but an excess only produces fermentation, stomach 
acidity, biliousness, and leads to such diseases as 
tonsilitis, stomach trouble, skin eruptions and liver 
disorders. 

It is not necessary for us to cat starch, as all of 
the elements which it contains can be found in the 
fruit sugars and proteins. I have found better re- 
sults with sick people by eliminating starch from 
the diet until they regain their health. Starch may 
be used in moderate amounts by healthy people 
providing they will take the pains of properly mas- 
ticating it so that the saliva has an opportunity to 
thoroughly mix with the starch before the latter 
enters the stomach. 

Starches should never be used at the same meal 
with acid foods and seldom with proteins. The use 
of acids with the starches seems to prevent the thor- 
ough digestion of them and excess fermentation is 
usually the result. 

Starches include all of the cereal products, ban- 
anas, peas, dried beans, tapioca, sago, potatoes, and 
some of the fully developed root tubers. 

When you do use starches, it is good to use 
only one kind at a meal, and this should be com- 
bined with only the cooked and raw non-starchy 

vegetables. No fruits of any kind, not even toma- 

toes, should be used with a starchy meal. When 
starch is used with tomatoes and meat, as this mix- 
ture passes out of the stomach, both the meat and 
tomatoes stimulate the flow of gastric juice which 
has no digestive element in it that can in any way 
convert the starch. On the other hand, the excess 
of the gastric juice is mixed with the starch and 
makes it less liable to digest in the intestines where 
the principal change in starch takes place. An ex- 
ception to the starch rule is whole-wheat muffins, 
which may be used in small amounts with a protein 
meal by those in good health. Another exception 
is starches which have been thoroughly toasted, or 
dextrinized, making them less liable to ferment, 
and, therefore, may be eaten in small quantities 
with any other food. 

Some foods, such as navy beans, are such a bad 
mixture of starch and protein in themselves that 
excess fermentation always occurs when they are 
eaten. Those with strong digestive power will be 
able to with stand the effects of such a mixture for 
a long time, but it is bound to react upon them 
eventually and finally produce serious consequen- 
ces. The best way, then, is to use only kind of 
starchy food at a time and use it in combination 
with the different non-starchy vegetables, both in 
the cooked and raw form. The following combina- 
tions will give you some idea as to how you can 
combine these foods: 

No. 1, Whole-wheat muffins, 
and string beans, lettuce salad. 

No. 2. Baked potatoes, cooked summer squash, 
salad of raw grated carrots and lettuce. 

No. 3. Boiled whole rice, cooked asparagus and 
carrots, raw spinach salad,

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Question: Mrs. Roberta P. writes: “No matter 
how much work I do, I do not seem able to perspire, 
Also, I suffer a great deal from rheumatism.” 

Answer: Those who have any kind of rheumate 
ism usually have difficulty perspiring. I believe this 
is due to the rheumatic toxemia which seems to 
pojson the body to such an extent that the pores of 
the skin do not open freely.

When copious sweating finally starts, it is 
a sure sign that you have reduced your rheumatic 
tendency and you will be well on the road to re- 
covery. 

Question: Frank H. asks: “What is the cause of 
sudden hungriness? If I do not eat the minute I 
fee] hungry, I become terribly weak. I am also un- 
derweight.” 

Answer: Most people will have a fecling of gnaw- 
ing when their stomachs become empty, although 
this is not true hunger. This gnawing or empty 
feeling often makes a person nervous and he will 
suffer from delusion that he is suddenly quite weak. 
He will then believe that he feels strength immedi- 
ately upon eating. Food cannot give you any real 
strength until after it has been in the body at least 
four hours. For your underweight I would advise 
you to select your food very carefully and not try 
to “stuff” to gain. Just keep your diet well bal- 
anced. 

Question: B. N. asks: “With what diseases does 
one lose flesh and strength?” 

Answer: Tuberculosis, cancer, and most of the 
deficiency diseases, such as scurvy, rickets, etc,

Although the quality and cost of 
the apparatus used is much higher 
than that used for other electrical 
sound developments, television is 
not yet perfect, Mr. Mitchell de- 
clared, and he predicted that it 
would be some years yet before it 
became a commercial commonplace.

that booms and slumps in trade 
are uncontrollable and are acts 
of God, like bad weather and 
earthquakes or the tides of the 
oceans. These slumps and booms, 
however, depend on the price 


level—the prices which commodi-” 


ties command in the world mar- 
kets, which in their turn deter- 
mine international trade: condi- 
tions. The most sensitive prices 
are those from primary commidi- 
ties, the products of the land, 
mines and forests. If prices fall, 
the producers of primary com- 
modities are unable to purchase 


with a falling price level for raw 
materials, the manufacturers 
themselves are afraid to purchase 
more than for their day-to-day 
needs. 

Today the wheat, cotton and 
tobacco farmers in the United 
States are saddled with debts and 
mortgages contracted when their 
products were worth three times 
as much in gold dollars as they 
are today. It therefore needs three 
times the amount of crop to meet 
the same interest charges on a 
debt or mortgage. We here see the 
phenomenon of the iron dollar 
and the elastic goods; that is, 
debts remain at the same value in 
gold but the goods with which to 
them have fallen steeply to 


| a fraction of their value. 


This fall in. the price level is 


| not determined, as the older gen- 


eration of economists taught, by 
the laws of supply and demand, 


| but by the volume of money and 


|credit available. 


| level 


It has been prov- 
ed statistically, without any pos- 
sibility of refutation, that through- 
out the last fifty years the price 
in the United States has 
been directly dependent upon the 
ratio between volume of credit 


| and volume of trade. When trade 
| was increasing, with greater pro- 


ductivity and new inventions, and 
when bank credits were made 
easy, prices rose and booms fol- 


| lowed. When credit was restrict- 


ed—remember always that pro- 
ductivity has steadily increased 
throughout the world during the 
last fifty years—prices fell. When 
credit, which is the modern cur- 
rency of commerce, was suffi- 
cient but not more than sufficient 
for the expansion of trade, prices 
remained steady. 

In passing let it be noted that 
coins, paper money, bank notes 
and so forth are only the small 
the till money of indus- 
In all the 
larger transactions no money ac- 
tually passes; bills of exchange or 
bankers’ checks are tendered in 
paym 

It is.bank credit that matters 
today, and it is bank credit that 
has been restricted in Great Bri- 
tin since 1919 and in the United 
States since 1929. In each of the 
last three years in the United 
States bank credits have been con- 
tracted 20 to 25 per cent. Is it 
any wonder then that the real es- 
tate market has collapsed, that 
agriculture is nearly ruined, that 
manufacturers have ceased pro- 
duction and that there are bread 
lines of unemployed in the cities? 
Is it any wonder that prices of all 
primary products, with the one 
exception of gold, have fallen so 
steeply? Is it not obvious that the 
present monetary system is hope- 
lessly out of gear and unsuitable 
for modern requirements? 


It would be possible today for 
the Federal Reserve Banks to 
raise prices in the United States 
to the 1927 or 1929 level by buy-

Believe It Or Not ---- By Ripley 


There are about 100 miles from 
Auckland to the Waitomo Caves 
of New Zealand, but e most won- 
derful sight was my reward for 


tered the Caves, I donned spike 
shoes to avoid slipping on the 
es, and after 
low, narrow. tunnel, 
boarded a small boat. We sailed 
on an underground river in utter 
darkness for a considerable dist- 
ance. And suddenly we were in 
a huge cavern which appeared to 
be a gloriously lighted heaven. 
The millions of lights were glow. 
worms, each hanging by a slender 
thread from the stalactites of the 
cavern, They shed a light by 
which it is possible to discern 
things quite clearly. 

Visitore must observe the deep- 
est silence, because the threade 
act as antennae for sound, and 
the slightest sound will cause the 
glow-worms to extinguish their 
lights. The Glow-worm Grotto 
is one of the sights that years 
cannot efface from memory 


The tribal Maori priests were 
hedged about with religious re- 
Strictions which made them tapu. 
A tapu was debarred from con- 
tact with the outside world, on 
pain of death, by supernatural 
means. 

The Tohunga in my drawing 
fell under the ban of tapu after 
he had handled the mortal re- 
mains of a tribal priest. Being 
debarred from touching food and 
drink, he had to be fed in the 
manner I have illustrated, while 
his hands were tied behind hi:
